J.et htm he 
ever so clover, if ho itavo no name, or uo 
nuTullVt enirnifoinont. on a lonrniil be eiui- 
nol make a living by mure fugitive writ- 
ing. If iio is fit all a good writer ho is un- 
fit for any other work; from the years of 
study lie has had to perfect himself in an 
art that brings him no return he has been 
unable to gain knowledge of any other 
trado or profession. Keen it' capable of 
quickly mastering details of business no 
one will ougago hinr because ho has no e.\- 
porionco. 

If hiu pen fail him, what can ho do? 
Only some luminous idea or lucky chance 
can save him from starvation. If ho can 
write stories badly enough for some of 
the penny journals he will got perhaps N 
pounds sterling for one which takes him 
ft month to write. For a three-volume 
novel, which no man can invent and 
Write in lest' than six mon'hs, ho will get 
!I0 pounds sterling, perhaps. Ami as for 
dramatic authorship— no one will read 
the play when it [ft written, much loss 
produce it. If ho writes a live-not melo- 
drama, and likes to hang about alter tho 
managers of outlying theatres, he may got 
an olTor of 5 pounds sterling for the en- 
tire right of the work, itinl then be asked 
to pay for the cost of the all-important 
"postern. " These are fuel*. Tliero is 
no harder career than letters. 

A'linctiiutlmi in Eitrly Days. 

[London PTPHH News ) 

Caxton, the Drat English printer, had 
three punctuation points — tho comma, 
tho colon, and the period; but it is doubt- 
ful If lit' had any idea of the principles of 
punctuation. The confusion resulting 
led to the separation of words by a single 
dot. Then a space between the words; 
superseded the dot, which was made to 
perform another service, viz. : to show tho 
division of a sentence. 

Home of Caxton's books are entirely 
without points. In others, one of the 
three points is used to the exclusion of tho 
others. Of the comma ho ustsl two sorts, 
a short and a long, but with no variation 
in meaning. The semicolon had no exls'- 
ftnoc for him, though something like it ap- 
ixiftr.s once, and onco only, in his, groat 
heading type. Ho used the hyphen con- 
stantly, and where the lino wns very close 
spaced made the colon, which was much 
thinner, do duty for it. Tho paragraph 
mark, showing tho commencement of a 
now sentence, took the place of a period, 
tho colored Initial serving tho same pur- 
pose. It was not until the sixteenth cen- 
tury that printers began to adopt an ac- 
knowledged system of graduated points.

Wo hava several tiuicn culled attoution to 
tho fact that tho Esquimau drydook, if 
completed according to tlio present plans, 
will l>o at least 100 feet shorter than tho 
largest vessolii usoil in navigating the Pa- 
cific. Tho proposed length is 100 feet, and 
some of tho vessels plying botwoon this 
count and tho Orient exceed that length by 
over 100 foot. All tho steamers running 
between San Francisco and China, tho 
Sandwich Islands, etc., uro beyond tho 
capacity of the drydock as eoutemplatod. 
If it is to bo an effoctivo government work 
it should be up to the highest standard, 
and several circumstances combine to make 
tho requirements of a dock at this place 
more extensive than they were when tho 
work was first projected. In the first placo 
the growth of the province and especially 
of this city has been accompanied by a 
large increase in tho volume of commerce 
and the number of vessels entering this 
port as well as Ksijuinmlt and Nauaimo is 
rapidly increasing every year. The advent 
of the Canadian Pacific railway is to bo at- 
tended with the establishment of a lino of 
steamers to China, this being another 
urgent reason why the drydock should bo 
enlarged, for without doubt tho steamers 
will be too large for the capacity of a 100- 
foot dock. We understand that Mr. Van 
Homo lias been presenting the matter to 
the consideration of the Dominion govern- 
ment, Mr. Beatty, tho representative of tho 
railway, now in this city, having received a 
telegram to that elVeet. ' It is to bo hoped 
that (hi! Dominion government will see tho 
wisdom of enlarging the work, and will im- 
mediately give the necessary instructions. 
Messrs. Connolly, the contractors, state that 
at the present stage of tin. work it would be 
very easy to extend the dimensions to the 
desired length. 

THE "MISLEADING" AGENT.

In hist evening's Times was a lottor 
from Mr. W. Ross, immigration agent, 
which contains some impertinent and in- 
correct allusions to this journal. Tho 
writer states that 77m Colonist charged 
him with misleading tho squatters who 
claim to have suttlod on the railway lands 
of Burrard Inlet. This is untruo. We 
merely quoted from tho report of tho 
committee and oflorod no comment on tho 
immigration agent's action or upon tho 
committee'* report so far as it rolatod to 
him. Since, however, Mr. Rosa has 
deemed it good policy to sound his own 
horn and to refer to tho tremendous 
efforts which ho has put forth to sottlo 
people on tho lands, wo hope that no in- 
justice will be dono him when wo oxpress 
tlio opinion that the recent omhroglio in 
tho house, which amounted almost to a 
stoppage of legislative business, is wholly 
and anloly due to the bad advice which he 
acknowledged before tho committee ho 
gave tho men who Bottled on tho railway 
lands. If wo gauge the temper and feel- 
ing of the government and house cor- 
roctly Mr. Ross' allusions to his dis- 
tinyninhed servicos in othor portions of 
the country will not preserve him from 
tho censure which his conduct richly 
merits.

Montreal, Feb. 4. — Mr. .Justice 
Johnston gave Madame Cazonello a 
verdict for 5200 and costs against a 
saloon-keeper here named Girard for 
selling plaintiffs's husband liquor after 
lie had roceivod legal notice not to do 
so. This is the first case of the kind de- 
luded here.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 



EGYPT. 

London, Feb. II. — Gun. Lord Wolaeley 
tolegraphs the government that the scouts 
sent to Khartoum have returned. Thoy 
confirm tho roport of tho killing of Gen. 
Gordon and of tho atrocities committed 
in Khartoum by El Mahdi' men. 

London, Fob. II. — (Ion. Gordon, be- 
fore his departure on his mission to tho 
Soudan, told a personal trioiid — who uuw 
makes tho story public—that ho enter- 
tained a presentiment that ho would never 
return from Khartoum. Gordou said the 
proBontiment was distinct and intense. 
Ho could not push it off. Throughout 
his entiro lifo, ho said, ho had always 
boon strongly affected by presentiments. 
During his military career in China ho 
waH guided by thorn, but never, oven in 
tho most critical timos of that eventful 
poriod, had ho expected death. Tho 
friond also assorts that in pursuance of 
his boliof in tho presentiment which 
covered him with its shadow, before ho 
started for Khartoum General Gordou 
actually bostowed on his choson friends 
all his trinkets and meniontoos. 

London, Fob. 11.— Tho cabinet to-day 
approved General Wolsoley's plan for an 
early advance from Suakom to Rorber. A 
narrow guago railway will bo laid to Ariab, 
30 miles wost of Suakom, where an en 
trenched camp will bo formed with a 
central depot for stores. On leaving 
Ariab the troops will proceed by forced 
marches to Berber. It is calculated that 
the advance will begin about tho third 
week in March, and it is hoped that Ber- 
ber will bo reached in six weeks. Ariab, 
whore tho ontronchod camp will bo 
formed, is on tho road from Suakom to 
Berber, and is described as a "smiling 
oasis" whore there is good psisturage and 
plenty of water. 

There is still slight ground for hoping 
that Gordon is alive. The accounts of 
newspaper correspondents all conic from 
common native sources, and no witnesses 
of the death of General Gordon are men- 
tioned. 

It is announced that a narrow guago 
railroad will bo constructed between 
Suakom and Berber. ISnglish firms 
otfor to undertake tho construction of 
the road within a fortnight by the use 
of manufactured sections of rail lengths. 

Tho government has decided to accept 
the temporary services of a limited num- 
ber of oflicora of the militia and reserve 
forces. 

With Gon. Gordon were I [annul, the 
Austrian vice consul, and twenty Greeks 
and Levantine merchants. The linn it 
Alexandria fur whom the Creeks have been 
acting as agents do net believe the story 
of tlio massacre at Khartoum. It is 
known that El Mahdi holds fifty Creek 
prisoners in his camp or at El Oboid, and 
that thoy are well treated. In reply to 
inquiries, General Wolseloy telegraphs 
that he has no more authentic news than 
that brought to Korti by General W il 
son . 

London, Fob. 11.— The Standard's cor- 
respondent with General Earlu'd column 
sends the following dispatch dated at 
Dulkah Island on Tuesday: 

"Tho British troops advanced to at- 
tack tho enemy, who had a strong posi- 
tion on the hills. After some lighting 
the enemy were completely surrounded. 
Finding it impossible to dislodge the 
rebols from their fortified position, (Sen. 
Earle ordered tho troops to chargo. 
Gon. Earlo was killed while leading tho 
attack. Tho Black Watch regiment cap- 
tured tho position at the point of the 
bayonet, the cavalry taking possession of 
tho enemy's camp. General Bracken- 
burg, upon the fall of General Earle, as - 
sumed command and ordered the re 
maining positions of the enemy to be 
stormed. Tho troops acted promptly, 
made a most gallant attack and soon cap- 
tured all tho enemy's positions. The 
fighting laBtod five hours. There was 
groat slaughter among tho enemy. Those 
who survivod escaped by swimming tho 
rivor. 

KoitTI, Feb. 12. — The panic-stricken 
Egyptians were captured hi flight from 
Khartoum and put to death with the moat 
tiundish tortures. Some were transfixed 
with spears and left to bleed to death. 
Most of the victims were mutilated in a 
most horrible manner. Eyes were gouged 
out, noses slit, and tongues torn out by the 
roots. In many cases mutilated parts of 
victims' bodies woro thrust into thoir 
mouths while they were still living. The 
massacro included many non-combatants 
and many Egyptian women were subjected 
to the most shameful indignities. More 
than 100 women and girls were given over 
to El Mahdi's followers, to bo used as slaves. 
After tho slaughter many Arabs were seen 
rushing about the streets with the bonds of 
Egyptians impaled upon spears. The next 
night was spent in a saturnalia of blood 
ami debauchery. 

Sinco the capture of Khartoum, El 
Mahdi has repaired tho fortifications and 
made tho place well nigh impregnable lie 
has made it his permanent headquarters, 
and is said to have an abundance of guns, 
small arms and ammunition. 

Both of Colonel Wilson's stoauiers were 
wrecked owing to the treachery of the pilotH, 
who will bo court martialed. 

General Farlo waa killed on Tuesday, 
during the storming of the enemy's po 
sition at Berth 

GlHHALTAIt, Fob. 11.— Troops have al - 
ready nailed from here to reinforce Wolso- 
ley's force in tho Soudan. Others will bo 
dispatched immediately. 

ITALY. 

Rom:, Fob. II. — Negotiations between 
tho British and Italian governments with 
a viow to Italian co-operation in the Sou 
dan still proceed. Uhovalior Nogra, 
Italian ambassador at London, has been 
instructed to assure Lord Granvillo, Brit- 
ish foreign secretary, of the confidence 
that Italy has in tho power of England to 
crush the rebellion in the Soudan and re 
organize Egypt, and to state that Italy is 
willing to occupy with her in ops the 
strategic points, so as to enable England 
to maRs her forces against those of 131 
Mahdi. 

FRANCE. 

Paris, Fob. 11. —Tho Figaro says that. 
El Mahdi's minister of war is M. Viret. 
Ho was formerly a captain in the French 
army. Ho joined El Mahdi in 1882, and 
taught the Arabs tho way to break squares 
whon formed by troops in battle. 

Paris, Fob. II.t-Do Lesseps, in an in- 
terview, considered tho English expedi- 
tion doomed to failure. It. may roach 
Khartoum, but, tho Soudanese will not 
submit. The English, in going or return- 
ing, will fall prey to hundreds of thou- 
sands of fsnaticB who are roady to dio. 

TURKEY'. 
Constantinople, Fob. 11.— The Turk- 
ish newspapers havo been officially pro- 
hibited from publishing the news from 
tho Soudan, or comment upon the situa- 
tion there. 

CANADA. 
Hamilton, Out., Fob. 11.— Lake On- 
tario Is frozen ton miles out from tho 
shoro, and the ice Is strong enough for 



teaming. Such a thing is unprecedented. 
Several schools woro dismissed to-day on 
account of the cold. 

Winnipeg, Man., Fob. 11. — A largo 
force is being gathered hero by Colonel 
Smith for service in Egypt. It is expect- 
ed that an entire regiment will bo raised 
here. 

Ottawa, Feb. li.— It is rumored in 
official circles that, "a battery of Canadian 
artillery will be given permission by the 
Canadian government to volunteer for 
Soudan service, officra of that corps hav - 
ing expressed their willingness to go into 
active service. " 

Halifax., N. 8., b'eb. 11.— Last night 
an explosion occurred in the pit of tho 
Vale colliory, at Wcstvillo, I'ictoti. The 
heavy storm yesterday and last night 
seriously interfered with tho telegraph 
servico, and littlo moro than tho bare fact 
that the casualty has occurred can bo ob- 
tained. It. is rumored in this city that 
100 men were in the mine at tho time, but 
it in reported from Now Glasgow that the 
people there have heard of only 15 being 
down. Tho latter report is likely to bo 
nearer the truth, as Now Glasgow is only 
seven miles distant from Wostvillo. 
Whether tho men are alive or dead is un- 
known at present. A tiro broke out im- 
mediately after the explosion and men 
have gone down the ['it. to attempt to gut 
the flames under control.

yesterday by her counsel. The court 
room waa thronged with spectators. Her 
counsel claimed thai as she had nor been 
convicted of any offnnco she should be 
released from imprisonment and. admitted 
to bail The counsel for tho prosecution 
argued thai Mrs. Dudley was held to wait 
Rossa's ability to appear against her as a 
witness 1 ! and counsel for tho accused said 
that tltcwrit had been applied for, bo 
cause it had been publicly stated that 
liossa did not himself propose to pro - 
sectlte the woman. The physician, it was 
admitted, said that he was able to appear 
and testify. There was no reason why 
tho examination should not procood. Mrs. 
Dudley foil that she ought to be informed 
who her accuser was. Counsel for the 
prosecution stated that he assumed that 
the court would take the usual course in 
this case for assault, upon the streets 
Judge Ben. dm" declared that ho would 
not interfere witli the police magistrate in 
the matter.
